OFFENSIVE FAILED! 
Has the great allied offensive fail­ 
ed? 
This is a question that la now 
• being anxiously asked in 
America, 
and that is being answered in the 
affirmative by Von Hindenbuog and 
the imperial Kalaer. . 
When Field Marshal Haig, General 
Neville and Genera) Cardona launched 
their gigantic drive against the Aus­ 
trian* and Germans on the French 
and Italian fronts, the world sat In 
suspense and watched the result. 
It 
was a movement designed to wring the 
war to a speedy close, if successful. 
And there were military critica, even 
in Germany, who admitted that they 
did noi know how the tide of battle 
would turn. Preparations for the drive 
had gone forward energetically 
for 
months. 
Britain’s man power, after 
two years of training, had at last en­ 
tered the trenches In full foree, and 
the world admits that Tommy Atkins 
is a superb fighter. The most power­ 
ful engines of war had been mar­ 
shalled for the grand attack. 
Then ^he blow waa struck. 
Haig’s 
men went through the line for good 
gains, while Neville’s heroes fought 
with more than 
their 
accustomed 
dash. 
Alsace and Lorraine were the 
prises that drove the Frenchmen on 
to deeds of greater valor. The exist­ 
ence of their government 
was 
at 
stake, and the Britishers fought with 
desperation and courage. Vimy Ridge 
was taken. Both ends of the Hinden- 
burg line seemed to be caving 
in. 
Then the German iegions were recall­ 
ed from the east. Veterans of many 
hard fought battles came up to rein­ 
force the armies of the Crown Prince 
and of Prince Rupprecbt. 
The drive 
was checked.* It is doubtful if it can 
be renewed this summer under cir­ 
cumstances equally as cheering. * 
If the drive has failed, the fault 
does not lie with the soldiers of Eng­ 
land and France and sunny Italy. The 
blame and the odium must attach to 
the armies of Russia, gallant enough 
when properly led, but helpless, de­ 
moralised and dazed by the 
revolu­ 
tion that has deprived them of lead 
ership and direction. Anarchy, chaos 
and political confusion may have won 
Tor Germany where its 
own 
arms 
would have failed. 
Possibly dhe great offensive has ac­ 
complished no more than the retard­ 
ing of the march to Petrograd and 
Moscop. 
One thing is certain. It I* 
still a long way to Berlin and the 
strongholds of autocracy have not yet 
been beseiged. 
More blood must be 
poured out, piore millions of lives sac- 
riffijad because in the crucial hour the 
entente cracked and its ponderous and 
crude Russian ally lapsed Into a som­ 
nolent trance from which it may not
